WRECKS.

Disasters on the Britishh Coast in 18567

The Annual Wreock Register of the Britlsh
Isles, just published ander the ansploas of the
English Hoard of Trade, shows that 2513 ships,
repiesenting a reglsierad tonnage of upwards
of 464,600 tons, were wrecked in the seas and on
the coasts of Great Britaln durlngthe past year,
with a loss of 1333 lives; and that, taking tha
average of the lnst nine years, no less than 1061
shipwrecks bave annually ocourred on the Brl-
tish shores, Lust year 2118 wore Britiah craft
and 338 forelgners; of the remsalning 62, thelr
nationalitles were unkoown. ‘Tne total loss

Rav,

was 224 In exeess of that of 1860, and was In-
deed larger than any number of wrecks on
British consls herctotore published. Althongh
these flgures appeoar large, It 1s main-
talned that nearly 500,000 vessels pass to
and from Brilish porls every year, bearing n
tonnage of 70,000,000 and earrying 2,000,000 man
apnd boya as crews, and therefore the average
loss 18 compnratively small. Carelessness was
the cause of the loss of 477 of the vessels.
Doring the months of November and Decem-
ber, the lifeboats of the Natlooal Lifobost Ine.
stitution rescued 230 persons from different
wreeks, and the total namber of lives saved by
them during the year amoun'ed Lo no less than
1046, showing the greal uselulness of that ad-
mirable lopstitution. The largest number of
wrecks bappened on Lhe east coast of Eaglaod,
but the greatest loss of life ocourred In the
Irlsh Bea, which 18 accounnpted for by the fact
that the largest oraft from Liverpool and ather
ports pass alopg the Irishh Ohannel, and when
sn socldent occure the loss of iife is usually
severe, especially with emigrant ships.
